It was further suggested to this congregation that Article 
III, Sect, 1, of the Model Const. (1951 Ed) as follows: “This congre- 
gation is and shall remain a member of the Ev. Lutheran Synod in 
the Central States, a constituent synod of the United Lutheran 
Church in America, or to a church body participating in the Nationa! 
Lutheran Council,” should be added to its constitution. It was 
suggested to this congregation that “rules of the church” as stated 
in Article III, Section 4 of its constitution be “Rules of the Church 
as specified in the Model Constitution “suggested” for Ev. Lutheran 
Congregations in constituent Synods of the United Lutheran Church 
in America.”

As of Dec. 31, 1955 there were 179 congregations on the roll of 
Synod, 173 of which were synodical and six non-synodical. Two 
new congregations were added, Kansas City, Reformation and Tulsa, 
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Ascension. Four congregations were dropped from the roll, two 
having disbanded during the year covered by this report and two 
in previous years. They were Dakota City, Emmanuel; Bunkerhill, 
Mount Zion; Washington, St. Paul; and Marysville, First. In addition 
to the congregations on the roll of Synod there were three organized 
mission congregations, Polk, Trinity; Broken Bow, Our Saviour; and 
Lee’s Summit, Martin Luther and three unorganized congregations, 
Ralston, Messiah; Omaha, Pilgrim; and Omaha, Morning Star. There 
were 209 ministers on the roll of Synod, 152 of whom were serving 
congregations on the roll of Synod. 


The Synod showed gain for the year of 2.45% in baptized 
membership, 2.46% in confirmed membership, and 2.47% in com- 
muning membership. The percentage of confirmed membership com- 
munning was 73.4% for 1955 compared to 73.2% for 1954. The per 
capita expenditure based on confirmed membership was $46.90, 
$39.04 of which went for congregational purposes and $9.86 for 
benevolence. This compared with $48.04 the previous year. 


Reports were received from all congregations, although the last 
one was not received until March 15, the date the statistician’s report 
was supposed to be in New York. First reports received were from 
Lincoln, United, Dr. E. C. Hansen and Emerson, St. Luke, Rev. Clar- 
ence Alexander on Jan. 5. Such prompt reporting if observed gen- 


erally would make the statistician’s work much easier. The cooper- 


ation of the pastors and secretaries of the congregations of the Synod 
has been much appreciated.

This fine mission aid program gained strength since the merger 
this past year. It is our hope that it shall grow in the aiding of our 
home missions work, enlarging the borders of the Kingdom, 
seeking the heritage of our Lord Jesus Christ.

Synodical Brotherhood to adopt as its regular and continuing pro)- 
ect the promotion of Missions Ten memberships, (2) provide that 
Missions Ten funds shall be used for the purpose of “mission de- 
velopment,” (3) provide that Missions Ten funds continue to be 
administered by the Home Missions Committee. 


Home Missions Five Year Pian 


The committee reports for the information of Synod that after 
a study of the needs and opportunities of the territory of Synod for 
home mission development, it considers as reasonable five-year ob- 


jectives the following: 


1. The Synod with the Board of American Missions should 
begin a minimum of five new missions a Year. 


2. The Missions Ten program should be actively promoted in 
every congregation. 

3. Our pastors and congregations should be called upon to en- 
courage young men in the church to consider the ministry, so that 
there will be adequate pastoral leadership for the growing number 
of congregations. 


4. Every congregation should be encouraged to meet its mini- 
mum Benevolence Apportionment to sustain the Home Missions pro- 


gram as well as the other work of the Synod. 


5. Every congregation should be encouraged to regularly pray 
for our missions and missionaries. . 


One of our missions went completely self-supporting as to sal- 
ary aid at the close of 1955: Prairie Village, Kansas, Faith. This 
congregation, organized in 1950, achieved in five years, what, ac- 
cording to the U.L.C.A. average, most missions accomplish in eight 
to ten years. Plans are now being made for the construction of the 
second unit.

REPORT OF THE FOREIGN MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


A total of $74,436 was received on the 1955 Epiphany Appeal 


for helping to build chapels in India. This amount was a decrease 
of approximately $6,000 below the 1954 Epiphany gifts. Our own 
synod contributed $4,415, a decrease of over $2000 below that given 
the year before. 


The Epiphany 3 for 1957 will be centered on Phebe 


Hospital and the Nurses’ Training School in Liberia. These funds 
when they are received will be added to funds received from the 
Epiphany Appeal in 1951. Building is expected to begin on this 
project not later than the spring of 1957. A fifty to sixty bed hos- 
pital is to be erected im u centrally located point in the interior of 
Liberia. 


In anticipation of the 1 prea on J apan in 
1957-58 the Board and United Lutheran Church Women will partici- 
pate in the production of a new 16 MM motion picture on Japan. 
The Board and U.L.C.W. are cooperating at present on the produc- 
tion of five filmstrips in color for use in our congregations.

REPORT OF THE NEBRASKA LUTHERAN 
REFUGEE COMMITTEE 


This committee was organized in the spring of 1954 under the 
auspices of the National Lutheran Council and the Lutheran Church 


Missouri Synod as an area agency for the administration of the 


Lutheran Refugee Service. The latter is one of over 30 voluntary 
organizations recognized by the Department of State in Washington 
to share in the responsibilities concerned with the resettlement of 
new immigrants under the Refugee Relief Act of 1953. 


This Act expires with the close of 1956. Though 209,000 may 
come to this country under this law, a total of only 70,000 visas had 


been granted by latest reports at the end of February as this is 


written. Of these, 6756 assurances are reported by the Lutheran 
Refugee Service, covering 48 states, the District of Columbia, 
Alaska, and Hawaii. As for actual arrivals, coming from 15 nations, 
there were 61 in 1954, 3828 in 1955, and in January 1956, 410. This 
last figure indicates the accelerated processing with the approach 


of the end of the program. 


Nebraska's share in the Lutheran program covers 183 trans- 
actions on file. Of these there are 26 which did not reach the as- 
surance stage so far, and 24 completed assurances were eliminated 
by either resignation of the overseas applicant, ineligibility, can- 
cellation by sponsor, or unaccepted substitutions. The active file 
holds 133 assurances, covering 317 persons, from singles to families 
up to nine in number. By the end of February, 66 persons under 


31 assurances had arrived in the state. 


For a correct evaluation of these figures a wider picture has to 
be given. Compared with other, nearby states they gain in signifi- 
cance. According to the latest available (though incomplete 
to-date) mimeographed report given out by the LRS New 
office, Nebrdska, which is 13% Lutheran, is credited with 109 as- 
surances. South kota with 20% Lutherans has 90, and North Da- 
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kota with more than twice the percentage of Lutherans than Ne- 
braska, namely 29%, is given credit for 57 assurances. Kansas with 
only 4% Lutherans, in comparison with the more Lutheran states, 
shows well with 43 assurances. Iowa (12% Lutheran and more than 
twice the population of Nebraska), where the Governor’s wife has 


taken a leading hand in the campaign, has produced 152. 


Another criterion in evaluating the work of your Nebraska Com- 
mittee may be found in taking a look at an industrial eastern state 
for comparison—Pennsylvania. For a spot check, we see that it has 
1,483 ULCA congregations with a greater membership average than 
Nebraska which has but one congregation for every 12.8 in the 
eastern state. Yet, Pennsylvania is listed with only 276 assurances 
when it should have at least 1,395 to measure up in efficiency with 
the result of your Nebraska committee. This is not stated in self- 


praise, but merely to give our respective synods a way of comparing 


the Nebraska figures which, standing alone, might give a wrong im- 
pression. For a further comparison, the Nebraska Council of 
Churches, acting for the Church World Council, cleared during the 


same period eighteen assurances. It must be recalled that 1955 was 
an inopportune year for an appeal of this kind. The government’s _ 
crop estimate places the year’s corn yield 168 million dollars below | 


the 10-year average, and toward the end of the year there were 


16,734 drawing unemployment compensation. These figures speak 


for themselves in giving a realistic perspective to the committee’s 


work. 


The organizational set-up of this committee should be mentioned 
in this connection. At the inception of its work, the Nebraska Lu- 
theran Social Service functioned as its executive agency. Early in 


1955 this Service notified the national administrator, Dr. Cordelia 


Cox, through its Director, Pastor L. Pretty, that it could no longer be 


active in this program, financial problems being at issue. Since then 


our committee had to get along without its guidance as a self-con- 
tained unit, the complete abandonment of this Christ-commanded 
ministry in Nebraska being the only alternative. The committee’s 


membership consists of the following pastors: F. Hefner, (ALC) 


chairman; D. F. Luebke, (Mo.) secretary; Foster Cress (ULCA) 
treasurer; Albert Bostelmann (Mo.); Harris A. Jespersen (AELC); 
Ried Neve (UELC); and Robert E. Shirck (ULCA). M. Schroeder is 
area director. 


* 

Except for actual overhead expenses the committee is at the 
time of this writing without funds. Early in 1955 Dr. Cox informed 
us that by fall the available funds would be exhausted and from 
then on the committee would be on its own. On November 15, 1955, 
salary payments to the full-time area director stopped and we had 
to depend on special synodical grants, congregational contributions, 
and private gifts. These were exhausted two months ago. With a 
Lutheran World Action budget well taken care of by Nebraska and 
other Lutheran, (the Central States Synod alone overpaying its ap- 


portionment to it by more than $7,600 during the last two years) 
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the financial restrictions placed on our service are hard to under- 


stand. 


Whatever may have been in the mind of the eastern budget- 
makers, the fact remains that this committee is convinced of having 
rendered good service. The hands-off decision on the part of the 
Nebraska Lutheran Social Service as executive agency may have 


avoiding much misunderstanding. 


The middle of this year has been set as the time 
mitted assurances for refugee applicants, thus giving ample 
their processing and final entry into this country before 
1956. Your committee expresses its deeply felt apprecia

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SOCIAL MISSIONS 


The Social Missions Committee of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod in the Central States met three times in the past year. One 
of the meetings was held at Beloit, Kansas, so the committee mem- 
bers could tour the Girl’s Industrial School which is located there. 


The Committee has felt the need of emphasizing Evangelism 
from the areas of responsibility for Evangelism, Social Missions and 
Inner Missions assigned to it by the Constitution of Synod. We are 


glad that the Area Evangelism Missions which are being conducted 


throughout the United Lutheran Church during 1956 and 1957 have 
aroused a renewed concern for the work of evangelism and a desire 
to participate immediately in the program. Some disappointment 
has been expressed that the bulk of the Missions in Synod are 
scheduled for 1957 and only three areas are being held in 1956. 
The reason for this is the distances involved for the Reverend George 
Housewright, the Director, who is working with the Central States 
Synod and also the Texas-Louisiana Synod. On the other hand, the 
1957 dates will give congregations of the Central States Synod an 
opportunity to be prepared in every possible way for their Evan- 
gelism Missions and the added experience gained by the Area Direc- 
tor should be of some advantage. 


The Committee has met with Mr. Dean Sudman, the Chairman 
of Evangelism of the Luther League of America, and Miss Elsie Holm, 
the Synodical Luther League Chairman of Evangelism, seeking ways 
and means for the youth of the church to have their share of re- 


sponsibility in the evangelism program of the church. The synodical 


conference chairmen of Evangelism have been invited to meet with 
of the churches of Synod. 


The Committee asked for and received Grants-In-Aid from the 
Board of Social Missions to partially support our Synod’s share of 
the cost of the Nebraska Lutheran Social Service Chaplaincy work 
in the Omaha area hospitals, and to begin a similar chaplaincy pro- 
gram in the hospitals in the Beatrice, Nebraska, area. 


The Committee feels the need for establishing a Placement 
Service within our Synod so that Lutherans who are looking for 
homes, farms or businesses and Lutherans who have property for 
sale or rent, might have a common meeting ground. The Placement 
Service could conceivably use the Central States Lutheran as its 
medium. | 


The following recommendations were presented: 
1. That our congregations and pastors in Nebraska, as a So- 
cial Action Project, be requested to study the need for addi- 
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tional probation officers in Nebraska, and where such need 
is deemed to exist, to call the attention of the community to 


such need. 
The Recommendation was adopted. 


2. In view of the worthwhile nature of the Lutheran Evangelism 
Mission of 1956-1957, it is recommended that synod call on 
each congregation to continue this program on Evangelism on 
a year round basis.

REPORT OF NEBRASKA LUTHERAN SOCIAL 
SERVICE DIRECTORS 


Nebraska Lutherari Social Service is incorporated under the 


ae Laws of the State of Nebraska to serve as a common service asso- 


ciation for the National Lutheran Council Churches in Nebraska. 
It seeks to develop and administer programs of Christian social 
service as needs arise and resources permit. Since its organization 
on January 17, 1951, this agency has been serving the Church in 
Nebraska with an institutional ministry of Lutheran chaplaincy care. 
During 1955 two full-time Chaplains and nine part-time Chaplains 
served under its Board of Directors. 


Director-Chaplain L. C. Pretty ministers in the Lincoln area 
institutions and also directs the Statewide program of the agency. 
Chaplain Dayton G. Van Deusen serves the Omaha area institutions. 
Both these men work full time as Chaplains, particular to Lutherans 
who come to Omaha and Lincoln hospitals. Part-time chaplaincy 
work is done each week in the Beatrice area by Pastor John Schiller, 
Pastor Erwin Janssen and Pastor E. G. Wiebke; in the Grand Island 
area by Pastor Harvey Clark and Pastor H. C. Moellering in the 
Norfolk area by Pastor H. J. Diekhoff. 


Last reports for 1955 from the Director’s office indicate that the 
Nebraska Lutheran Social Service Chaplains made over 2,000 visits 
to institutions in the State for pastoral ministrations to over 7,000 
Lutherans and more than 7,500 non-Lutherans. A total of 730 con- 
ferences were held with staff members of various institutions on 
behalf of patients, inmates and guests. Our Chaplains made 930 re- 
ferrals to Pastors for follow-up after patients returned to their home 
communities, many of these outside Nebraska. Nebraska Latheran 
Social Service serves the individual, supports the Pastors ministry 
and sustains the faith of those at the crisis point of life. 


Another phase of this agency’s work is in the orientation of 
Pastors, Seminary Students, Nurses and others towards methods of 
Pastoral Counselling and lay ministration of the Gospel to sick and 
shutins. A Pastoral Workshop was conducted in Lincoln on June 
30 for 61 parish pastors in attendance. A series of observation 
visitations for Central Seminary students was arranged during the 
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year in hospitals, mental and penal institutions. The students visited 


institutions in Omaha, Lincoln and Beatrice under the guidance of 
our Chaplains and had opportunity to confer with staff members. 
Chaplain Van Deusen has been teaching a course at the School of 
Nursing, Immanuel Deaconess Institute, Omaha, during the year. 


Our full time Chaplains presented the work of Nebraska Lu- 
theran Social Service in 34 congregations and church conventions. | 


They will be glad for invitations from Pastors to present this work 
in local congregations, either at The Service or with organizational 


meetings. 


Of the 118 Central States Synod congregations in Nebraska, 34 
sent offerings for Nebraska Lutheran Social Service as a result of 
the annual October appeal. The representatives of our Synod on the 
Board are grateful to those Pastors who have not been unmindful 
of our chaplaincy ministry and have presented our work to their 
people. Their offerings amounted to $1,896.00. (The American Lu- 
theran Church has 83 congregations in Nebraska of which 46 gave 
$3,469.00). Without the $2,000.00 from the synodical budget it would 
be impossible to maintain this merciful ministry to the sick. Your 
representatives implore our Pastors in Nebraska to present this work 
each year, in October or any other time when possible. The grant-

In 1945 the total budget for the Student Work in Lincoln was 
00. The 1956 budget is $13,750.00. Of this amount, $4,100.00 is 
a grant from the National Lutheran Council, $6,434.00 from the 
church bodies in Nebraska based on $.10 per confirmed member 
(Central States provides $3,500.00). $1,400.00 represents the Sunday 
morning offerings, and the balance is gifts from organizations and 
individuals. 


The debt on the parsonage (cost $13,000.00) was $7,929.60 as of 
January ist, 1956, and is being amortized on the basis of $75.00 per 
month including 4 percent interest, paid out of the current fund. 
The capital investment at the main campus, The Lutheran Student 
House, is $125,863.24. There is a debt of $10,000.00. The Foundation 
is dependent entirely upon the balances due from the $1.00 per con- 
firmed member goals from the congregations of the church bodies 
in Nebraska to clear this debt.
